THE  CANTERBURY  RIOT. 

The  fttct  that  in  a  small  parish  more  than  a  hun- 
Jred  people  (of  both  sexes)  could  .believe  the  mad¬ 
man  Thoms  to  be  the  Saviour,  that  he  worked 
miracles,  was  invulnerable,  and  could  confer  invul¬ 
nerability  on  his  followers,  that  he  was  9000  years 
old  and  immortal,  is  astounding  evidence  of  the 
dense  ignorance  remaining  in  the  rural  population, 
notwithstanding  the  boasted  progress  ot  educa¬ 
tion.  The  dupes  of  the  impostor  must  have 
baen  as  void  of  all  religious  as  of  all  worldly 
knowledge,  for  had  they  been  impressed  with 
the  first  and  simplest  truths  of  the  gospel,  or 
touched  with  any  reverence  for  Christianity,  their 
minHs  would  have  revolted  against  the  blasphemous 
pretensions  of  the  madman  who  called  himself  the 
Redeemer,  first,  because  he  alleged  that  he  had  shot 
I  star,  and  lastly,  because  he  shot  a  constable.  And 
remarkable  it  is,  that  the  scene  of  this  extraordinary 
ignorance,  ready  for  the  reception  o(  miscreancy,  is 
in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  chief  cathe¬ 
dral  town  of  England.  Truly  says  Miss  Martineau, 
that  the  School  of  Ignorance  is  the  innermost  Court 
of  Bedlam,  and  Canterbury  appears  to  be  the  site  of 
it.  Here  we  see  the  practice  working  of  the  Poor 
Man’s  Church  at  the  fountain  head !  The  followers 
ofTbomshadall  the  benefits  of  the  Poor  Man’s 
Church  ill  the  seat  of  its  richest  endowments.  And 
certainly  it  is  curious  that  the  outrages  which  have 
most  shocked  and  alarmed  society  have  occurred  i 
where,  if  cathedrals  served  to  enlighten  and  improve, ; 
the  best  iiMtructed  and  most  pious  populations  ^ould 
be  found,  namely,  in  Brntpl,  Hnd  near  Canterbury, 
and  both  these  places  happen  to  have  other  cathe¬ 
drals  within  a  short  distance  of  them — Bristol  but  a 
few  miles  from  Wells  and  Gloucester,  and  the  dark- 
ncM  of  the  parish  of  Boughton  lying  between  the 
neighbouring  lights  of  Canterbury  and  Rochester. 
In  tlie  reports  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Commission  great 
•tress  was  laid  on  the  benefits  derived  in  cathedral 
towns  from  the  superintendence  and  example  of  the 
Bishops ;  but  in  what  form  do  they  show  themselves 
it  Canterbury  and  its  vicinity  ?  It  would  seem  that 
the  homely  proverb,  that  “  the  shoemaker’s  wife  goes 
worst  shod,’’  is  verified  in  cathedral  towns,  which, 
with  their  Bishops,  Deans,  and  Chapters,  do  so  mar¬ 
vellously  little  for  enlightenment. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten  that  Kent,  in  which  such

—Now  it  is  the  object  of  Mr  Tyler’.s  book  to  show  the 
strawberry  growing  sweetly  by  itself,  un-neighboured 
by  the  nettle.  In  his  preface  he  lays  down  the 
following  character  of  Henry  as  proved  by  his  re¬ 
searches— 

«  He  was  hold  and  merciful  and  kind,  hut  he  was  no  liber¬ 
tine,  in  his  youth;  he  was  brave  and  generous  and  just,  but 
he  was  no  persecutor,  in  his  manhood.  On  the  throne  he 
spheldthe  royal  authority  with  mingled  energy  and  mildness, 
and  he  approred  himself  to  his  subjects  as  a  wise  and  benefi¬ 
cent  King ;  in  his  private  individual  capacity  he  was*a  boiin- 
tifiil  and  considerate,  though  strict,  and  firm  master,  a  warm 
and  sincere  friend,  a  faithful  and  loving  husband.  He  passed 
through  life  under  the  habitual  sense  of  an  overruling  Provi¬ 
dence:  and,  in  his  premature  death,  he  left  us  the  example 
of  a  Christian’s  patient  and  pious  resignation  to  the  Divine 
Will.  As  long  as  he  lived,  he  was  an  object  of  the  roost  ar¬ 
dent  and  enthusiastic  admiration,  confidence,  and  love;  and, 
whilst  the  English  monarchy  shall  remain  among  the  unfur- 
^ten  things  on  earth,  his  memory  will  be  honoured,  and 
pis  name  will  be  enrolled  among  the  Noble  and  the 
Good.** 

The  work  begins  with  some  interesting  notices 
of  the  Prince’s  native  place,  and  the  position  of  his 
father  Bolingbroke.  We  give  one  striking  scene, 
which  recalls  its  noble  parallel  in  Shakspeare,  of  the 
interview  between  Richard  and  Bolingbroke  on  the 
eve  of  the  abdication —

The  French  writer 
pledges  himself  to  the  words,  for,  as  he  says,  he  heard  them 
dittinclly,  and  understood  them  well.  ‘  Fair  cousin  of  Lan- 
wter,  you  be  right  welcome.*  Then  Duke  Henry  replied, 
rowing  very  low  to  the  ground,  ‘  My  lord,  I  am  come  sooner 
you  sent  for  me;  the  reason  whereof  I  will  tell  you.

Leicester  with  all  speed,  on  account  of  the  illness  of  the 
young  Lord  Henry.’  In  the  year  Kt!17,  when  he  was  just  ten 
years  old,  a  few  entries  occur,  somewhat  interesting,  as  inti, 
mstions  of  his  boyish  pursuits  Such  are  the  charge  of  *  Bd. 
paid  by  the  hands  of  Adam  Garston  for  harpstrings  pur. 
chased  for  the  harp  of  the  young  Lord  Henry,’  and  ‘  12(1.  to 
Stephen  Furboor  for  a  new  scabbard  of  a  sword  for  young  Lord 
Henry,’  and  *  Is.  fid.  for  three-fourths  of  an  ounce  of  tissue 
of  black  silk  bought  at  London  of  Margaret  Stranson  for  a 
sword  of  young  Lord  Henry.’  Whilst  we  cannot  but  be 
sometimes  amused  hj  the  minuteness  with  which  the  expen¬ 
diture  of  the  smallest  sum  in  so  large  an  establishment  as 
John  of  Gaunt’s  is  detailed,  these  little  incidents  prepare  us 
for  the  statement  given  of  Henry’s  early  youth  by  the 
chroniclers, — that  he  was  fond  both  of  minstrelsy  and  of 
military  exercises.” 

A  description  of  his  personal  appearance  at  that 
time  is  afterwards  given — 

M.  Creton,  in  his  account  of  this  memorable  knight¬ 
hood,  represents  Henry  as  *  a  handsome  young  liachelor,’ 
then  in  his  twelfth  year ;  and  very  little  further,  of  a  specific 
character,  is  recorded  by  his  immediate  contemporaries. 
The  chroniclers  next  in  succession  describe  him  as  a  man 
of  ‘  a  spare  make,  tall,  and  well-proportioned,*  ‘  exceeding,’ 
says  Stow,  ‘  the  ordinary  stature  of  men  ;’  benutiful  of  visage, 
his  bones  small :  nevertheless  he  was  of  marvellous  strength, 
pliant,  and  passing  swift  of  limb;  and  so  trained  was  he  to 
feats  of  agility  by  discipline  and  exercise,  that  with  one  or 
two  of  his  lords  he  could,  on  foot,  readily  give  chuce  to  a 
deer  without  hounds,  how,  nr  sling,  and  catch  the  fieetest  of 
the  herd.  By  the  period  of  his  early  youth  he  must  have 
outgntwn  the  weakliness  and  sickliness  of  his  childhood,  or 
he  could  never  have  endured  the  fatigues  of  body  and  mind 
to  which  he  was  exposed  through  his  almost  incessaut  cam¬ 
paigns  from  his  fourteenth  to  kis  twentieth  year.” 

As  Henry  advances  into  ninnliood,  it  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  find  the  first  witness  to  his  valour  and  virtue 
in  the  person  of  Hotspur,  the  greatest  warrior  of 
the  age — 

“  In  the  fictions  of  our  dramatic  poet  Hotspur  is  the  very 
first  to  bear  to  Bolingbroke  testimony  of  the  reckless,  dis¬ 
solute  habits  of  Henry  of  Monmouth.  Hotspur  is  the  very 
first  whom  the  truth  of  history  declares  to  have  given  direct 
and  voluntary  evidence  to  the  military  talents  of  this  same 
Prince,  and  the  kindness  of  his  heart, — to  his  prowess  at 
once  and  his  mercy ;  the  combination  of  which  two  noble 
qualities  characterizes  his  whole  life,  and  of  which,  blended 
in  delightful  harmony,  his  campaigns  in  Wales  supply  this, 
by  no  means  solitary,  example.  Hotspur  informs  the  coun¬ 
cil  that  North  Wales,  where  he  was  holding  his  sessions, 
was  obedient  to  the  law  in  all  fsiints,  excepting  the  rebels 
in  Conway,  and  in  Rees  Castle  which  was  in  the  mountains. 

‘  And  these,’  continues  Percy,  ‘  will  be  well  chastised,  if  it 
to  please  God,  by  the  force  and  governance  which  my  re 
doubted  lord  the  Prince  has  sent  against  them,  as  well  of 
his  council  as  of  his  retinue,  to  besiege  these  rebels  in  the 
said  castles;  which  siege,  if  it  can  be  continued  till  the  said 
rebels  be  taken,  will  bring  great  ease  and  profit  to  the  go¬ 
vernance  of  the  same  country  in  time  to  come.’  ‘Also,*  he 
proceeds,  ‘  the  commons  of  the  said  country  of  North  Wales, 
that  is,  the  counties  of  Caernarvon  and  Merioneth,  who  have 
been  before  me  at  present,  have  humbly  offered  their  thanks  to 
my  lord  the  Prince  for  the  great  exertions  of  his  kindness  and 
goodwill  in  procuring  their  pardon  at  the  hands  ofniir  sovereign 
lord  the  King,’  The  pardon  itself,  dated  Westminster,  Khb  of 
March,  1401,  bears  testimony  to  these  exertions  of  Prince 
Henry  in  behalf  of  the  rebels  ;  ‘Of  our  especial  grace,  and 
at  the  prayer  of  our  dearest  firsl-liorn  son,  Henry  Prince  of 
Wales,  we  have  pardoned  all  treasons,  rebellions,  Ac.* 
Henry  of  Monmouth,  when  one  of  the  first  noblemen  and 
roost  renowned  warriors  of  the  age  bears  this  testimony  to 
his  character  for  valour  and  for  kindlieartedness,  had  not 
quite  completed  his  fourteenth  year.” 

Some  few  years  after,  when,  as  we  fear  we  must 
continue  to  fancy,  the  Boar  at  Eastcheau  received 
nearly  all  the  devotions  of  the  careless  and  dissolute 
Prince  Hal,  Mr  Tyler  describes  him  thus — 

“  Not  only  was  ho  not  then  in  London  the  profligate  de¬ 
bauchee,  the  reckless  madcap,  the  creature  ot  ‘  vassil  fear 
and  base  inclination,’  ‘  the  nearest  and  dearest  of  bis  father’s 
foes;’  not  only  was  he  acting  valiantly  in  defence  of  his 
father’s  throne ;  hut  that  very  father’s  own  pen  is  the  instru- 
meat  to  bear  chief  testimony  to  his  valour  and  noble  merits 
at  that  very  hour.  It  is  as  tliniigh  history  were  designed  on 
set  purpose,  and  by  especial  commission,  to  counteract  the 
bewitching  fictions  of  the  poet.  Henry  IV  was  on  his  road 
to  assist  Hotspur  and  the  Earl  of  Northumberland,  in  utter 
ignorance  of  their  rebellion.  Arrived  at  Higham  Ferrers, 
he  wrote  to  his  council,  informing  them  that  he  hud  received, 
as  well  by  his  son  Henry’s  own  letters,  as  by  the  report  of 
his  messengers,  most  satisfactory  accounts  of  this  very  dear 
and  welUbdoved  son  the  Prince,  which  gave  him  very  great 
pleasure.  He  then  directs  them  to  send  the  Prince  l,U0fi^ 
to  enable  him  to  keep  his  forces  together.  This  letter  is 
dated  July  10,  1403,  just  eleven  days  before  the  battle  of 
Shrewsburv.  The  King  heard  of  Ilqtrpur’a  rebellion  on  his 
arrival  at  Burton-on-Trenl,  from  which  place  )ie  dates  hit 
proclamation.  Henry  of  Monmouth  was  appointed  Lieute¬ 
nant  of  Wales  on  the  4th  of  March,  1403 ;  and  he  was  with 
hb  roen>at-arms  and  archers  there,  discharging  the  duties  of 
a  faithful  ton  and  valiant  young  warrior,  when  Hotspur  re¬ 
volted;  and  ha  left  hb  charge  in  Wales,  not  to  revel  in  Lon¬ 
don,  but  only  to  join  hb  own  to  hb  father’s  forces,  and  fight 
for  their  kingdom  on  the  field  of  Shrewsbory.” 

Subsequeiilly  our  biographer  ofiers  a  solution  of 
the  secret  of  Henry’s  connection  with  that  quarter 
of  London  in  even  the  common  gos*.i|)  of  the  time, 
which  did  not  scriqde,  however,  to  connect  his  bro¬ 
thers  still  more  closely  with  many  of  the  actual  follies 
attributed  by  the  great  poet  to  Henry  himself — 

“  It  hat  often  been  a  subject  of  wonder  what  should  have 
brought  the  Prince  and  hb  brother  so  often  into  East-Cheap; 
and  the  story  of  the  Boar’s  Head  in  Shakspeare  has  long  as¬ 
sociated  in  our  minds  Henry  Prince  of  Wales  with  a  low  and 
vulgar  part  of  London,  in  which  he  could  have  had  no  en¬ 
gagement  worthy  of  his  station,  and  to  which,  therefore,  he 
n^t  have  resorted  only  for  the  purposes  of  riot  and  revelry 
with  hb  nnwortliy  and  disaoiuta  corapaniona.  Hbtory  re- 
corda  nothing  of  the  Priiica  derogatory  to  hb  princely  and 
Chrbtbo  character  during  hb  reaideoee  in  Coluharhoyr;  it 
does  indeed  charge  two  of  the  King’s  sons  whh  a  riot  ther^ 
but  they  art  stated  by  BaroetobeTbomaaaad  Jolin.  Henry’s 
iMMe  doM  aot  oeoar  at  all  in  t  oanexioa  with  any  dbturbaara 
or  mbdoing.  The  fad,  however  (aot  generally  kuownh  of 


heart  of  London,  near  East-Cheap  (I  he  scene  indeed  of  Shak- 
speare’s  poetical  romance,  but  really  the  frequent  place  of 
meeting  for  the  King’s  council  whilst  Henry  was  their  pre¬ 
sident),  might  seem  to  call  for  a  few  words  as  to  the  locality 
of  Coldharhour  and  its  circumstances.  The  grant  by  his 
father^  of  this  mansion,  dated  Westminster,  Match  IBih, 
1410,  b  (MMiched  in  these  words :  ‘  Know  ye,  that,  of  our  es- 
r^ial  grace,  we  have  granted  to  our  dearest  son,  Henry 
Prince  of  Wales,  a  certain  hostel  or  place  called  Coldharhour, 
in  our  city  of  London,  with  its  appurtenances,  to  hold  for  the 
term  of  his  life,  without  any  payment  to  us  for  the  same.’ 
These  premises,  we  learn,  came  into  Henry  IV’s  possession 
by  the  right  of  his  wife.  Stowe,  who  supplies  the  materials 
irom  which  we  safely  make  that  inference,  djies  not  seem  to 
k®ve  Keen  aware  that  it  was  ever  in  the  possession  of  cither 
that  King  or  his  son.  He  tells  u*  it  was  bought  in  the  BlU 
of  Kdwanj  1 1 1  by  John  Poultney,  who  was  four  times  mayor, 
and  who  lived  there  when  it  was  called  Poultney  Inn.  But,* 
thirteen  years  afterward  (21  Edward  Ill),  he,  by  charter, 
Mve  and  i^nfirmed  it  to  Hunifrey  de  Ikthun,  Earl  of  Here¬ 
ford  and  Essex,  as  ‘  his  whole  tenement  called  Coldharhour, 
with  all  the  tenements  and  key  adjoining,  on  the  way  called 
Haywharf  lane  (All  Saints  ad  ftrnum),for  a  rose  at  Midsum¬ 
mer,  if  demanded.  In  1397  John  Holland,  Earl  of  Hunting¬ 
don,  lodged  there;  and  ilichard  II,  his  brother,  dined  with 
him.  It  was  then  counted  a  right  fair  and  stately  bouse.’ 

“  e  are  led  to  inler,  though  the  formal  grant  of  this 
house  to  Prince  Henry  was  made  only  in  the  INIarch  of  this 
year,  yet  that  it  had  been  his  residence  for  some  time  previ¬ 
ously  ;  for,  on  the  Bth  of  the  preceding  February,  we  find  a 
council  held  there,  himself  present  as  its  chief.” 

We  close  for  the  present  with  two  interesting 
extracts  relating  to  a  time  when  the  conduct  aiul 
character  of  this  great  Prince  suffers  under  neither 
question  nor  cloud. 

HENRY  AT  THE  BATTLE  OF  SHREWSBURV. 

“  The  onset  was  made  by  the  archers  of  Hotspur,  whose 
tremendous  volleys  caused  dreadful  carnage  among  the 
King’s  troojis.  ‘  They  fell,’  says  Walsingham,  ‘  a.s  the 
leaves  fall  on  the  ground  after  a  frosty  night  at  the  approach 
of  winter.  There  was  no  room  for  the  arrows  to  reach  the 
ground,  every  one  struck  a  mortal  man.’  The  King’s 
mwmen  also  did  their  duty.  A  rumour,  spreading  through 
the  host,  that  the  King  had  fallen,  shook  the  steadiness 
and  confidence  of  his  partisans,  and  many  took  to  fligbt; 
the  royal  presence,  however,  in  every  part  of  the  engage¬ 
ment  soon  rallied  his  men.  Hotspur  and  Douglas  seemed 
anxious  to  fight  neither  with  small  nor  gieat,  but  with  the 
King  only ;  though  they  mowed  down  hb  ranks,  niaKiiig 
alleys,  as  in  a  field  of  eorn,  in  their  eagerness  to  reach  him. 
He  was,  we  are  told,  unhorsed  again  and  again,  hut  returned 
to  the  charge  with  increased  inqM'tuosity.  His  standard- 
bearer  was  killed  at  bis  side,  and  the  standard  thrown  down. 
At  length  the  Earl  of  Dunleir  forced  him  away  from  the 
post  which  he  had  taken.  Henry  of  Monmouth,  though  ho 
was  then  no  novice  in  martial  deeds,  yet  had  never  boforo 
been  engaged  on  any  pitched-battle  field  ;  and  here  he  did 
his  duty  valiantly.  He  was  wounded  in  the  face  by  nil 
arrow' ;  hut,  so  far  from  allowing  himself  to  be  removed,  on 
that  account,  to  a  place  of  safety,  he  urired  his  friends  to 
lead  him  into  the  very  hottest  of  the  conflict.  Elmliam  re¬ 
cords  his  address:  whether  they  are  the  very  words  he 
uttered,  or  such  only  as  he  was  likely  to  have  used,  they 
certainly  suit  his  character  :  ‘  My  loriTs,  far  he  from  mo  such 
disgrace,  as  that,  like  a  (Kiltroon,  I  should  stain  my  noviciate 
in  arms  by  flight.  If  the  Prince  Hies,  who  will  wait  to  end 
the  battle  ?  Believe  it,  to  bo  carried  back  before  victory 
would  be  to  me  a  per|>etual  death  I  Lead  me,  I  implore 
you,  to  the  very  face  of  the  foe.  I  may  not  say  to  my 
friends,  Go  ye  on  first  to  the  fi|(ht.”  Ha  it  mine  to  say, 
“  Follow  me,  my  friends.”  ’  The  next  time  we  hear  of 
Henry  of  Monmouth  is  as  an  agent  of  mercy.  The  personal 
conflict  between  him  and  Hotspur,  into  the  description  of 
which  Shakspeare  has  infused  so  full  a  share  of  his  isiwcrs 
of  song,  has  no  mure  substantial  origin  than  the  imet’s  own 
imagination.  Percy  fell  by  an  unknown  hand,  and  his  deutli 
decided  the  contest.  The  cry,  ‘  Henry  Percy  is  dead  !’  which 
the  royalists  raised,  was  the  signal  for  utter  coniiiHion  and 
flight.  The  number  of  the  slain  on  either  side  is  differently 
reported.  When  the  two  armies  met,  the  King’s  was  siqie- 
rior  in  niimheis,  but  Hotspur’s  far  more  abounfled  in  gentle 
blood.  The  greater  part  of  the  gentlemen  of  Cheshire  fell 
on  that  day.  On  the  King’s  part,  except  the  Earl  of  Staf¬ 
ford  and  Sir  Walter  Blount,  lew  names  of  note  are  reckoned 
among  the  slain.” 

THE  DEATH  OF  HENRY. 

Henry,  sensible  that  hb  end  was  fast  approaching, 
desired  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  the  Duke  of  Exeter,  the  Earl 
of  Warwick,  Sir  Lewis  Robessart,  and  some  others,  to 
stand  round  his  bed  ;  to  whom  we  are  told  he  spoke  to  this 
effect :  ‘  I  am  come,’  said  he,  ‘  to  the  end  of  a  life  which, 
though  short,  has  yet  been  glorious,  and  employeil  to  advance 
the  good  and  honour  of  my  people.  I  confess  it  has  been 
spent  in  war  and  blo<»d  ;  yet,  since  the  only  motive  of  that 
war  was  to  vindicate  ray  rights  after  I  had  ineffectually  tiied 
milder  methods,  the  guilt  of  all  the  miseries  it  occasioned 
belongs  not  to  me,  but  to  my  enemies.  As  death  never  ap¬ 
peared  formidable  to  me  in  so  many  battles  and  sieges,  so 
now,  without  horror,  I  regard  it  making  its  gradual  approach. 
And  since  it  is  the  will  of  my  creator  now  to  nut  a  period 
to  niy  day,  1  cheerfully  submit  myself  to  lib  will.’  He  then 
mentioned  two  circumstances  which  tended  to  make  him 
anxiouB  on  leaving  the  world  :  the  one,  that  the  war  was 
not  brought  to  a  close;  the  other,  that  hb  son  was  an 
infant.  But  ho  was  comforted  on  both  these  points  by  the 
tried  friendship  and  sound  principles  of  the  Doke  of  Bed¬ 
ford,  his  brother;  to  whom  ho  gave  in  charge  Iwitli  hb 
kingdom  and  his  bov.  He  then  desired  the  Karl  of  Warwick 
to  undertake  the  oflice  nf  preceptor  and  guide  to  the  young 
prinee  in  learning  and  in  arms.  Henry  next  left  a  charge 
for  his  brother  Honifrey  to  lie  careful  that  no  division  of 
affection  and  interests  should  take  place  Imtween  them;  he 
conjured  them  also  not  to  quarrel  with  the  Duke  of  Burgiiiidy, 
and  enjoined  them  not  to  release  the  Duke  of  (Irlcau^,  ami 
some  other  |Misoiicrs,  till  hb  sou  was  arrived  at  yeara  of 

discretion.  .  ,  r  .  j 

“  This  was  a  mournful  hour  lor  thoae  nohlemen  and  friend.s 
and  relatives  who  surrounded  his  bed.  At  length,  having 
given  all  necessarv  diiectiona  f«ir  tha  govemment  of  lib 
kingdom  and  hb  mmily,  ha  fixad  hb  tiiouglila  wtmliy  on 
another  world,  lie  urg^d  the  physicbiis  to  tell  him  the 
real  state  of  hb  disease ;  but  they  evaded  any  direct  aiiawcr* 
Very  soon  he  required  them  to  tell  hitn  how  long,  in  ail 
liiioian  urolmbiiity,  ha  had  to  live.  After  suine  bxntultatioii, 
one  of  theta,  speaking  for  the  rest,  knelt  down  and  said, 

•  air,  thiak  of  your  soul ;  for,  without  a  ,  In  o*ir 

ju'lgment  you  cannotsuivivetwo  liouni.*  Hb  coftfsieME  and 
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aaminktered  the  parting  rHe  of  the  R<^an  charch,  m  it  wae 
at  that  time  and  »  •till  prart»*«l*  He  neat  deaired  them 
to  join  in  the  neveo  penitential  psalms;  and  when  in  the 
51st  psalm  they  read,  ‘  Build  thou  the  walls  of  Jerusalem/ 
caujfhthy  the  words,  Henry  bade  them  stop  awhile ;  and  with 
a  l<md  Toice  declared  to  them,  on  the  faith  of  a  dyinjif  person, 
that  it  Terily  had  been  his  fixed  purpose,  after  settlinjf  peace 
in  France,  toproceed  at^insttlie  infidels,  and  rescue  Jerosalera 
from  their  tyranny,  if  it  had  pleased  his  Creator  to  lengthen 
out  bis  days.  He  then  requested  them  to  proceed ;  and  when 
they  had  finished  their  devotions,  between  two  and  three 
o’clock  in  the  rooming,  he  breathed  his  last. 

“Henry  of  Monmouth  died  Slat  August  1432;  and  when 
be  resigned  his  soul  into  the  hands  of  hm  Redeemer,  he 
seened  to  fell  asleep  rather  than  to  expire.” 


MR  CARLYLE'S  LECTURES. 


LECTCBC  ELEVEN. 

There  has  been  but  one  of  these  lectures  during 
the  past  week,  owing  to  Whit-Monday  ;  and  there 
remains  but  one  more,  which  will  take  place  on 
Monday  next.  On  Friday'  Mr  Carlyle  dilated 
against  the  sceptics,  and  against  that  general  condi¬ 
tion  of  cultivated  society  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
last  century,  which  demanded  a  “proof”  for  what¬ 
ever  was  to  be  believed,  whether  in  religion  or 
morals.  This  state  of  things  terminated  in  “  Wer- 
terism,”  which  was  the  height  of  scepticism,  and 
which  “  proved  *’  its  folly  (like  all  unfit  things)  by 
its  melancholy  and  bad  ending  ;  and  Werterism  was 
put  an  end  to  by  the  French  Revolution,  which 
rose  up  “  a  truth  clad  in  hell-fire,”  to  show  the 
reigning  fashion  of  disbelief  that  something  would 
insist  upon  being  believed  at  all  events,  and  that  the 
leaders  of  mankind  could  not  eternally  go  on  with 
nothing  but  mockery  and  selfishness.  We  regret 
that  we  can  give  but  a  very  brief  notice  of  this  lecture, 
which  was  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  the  series, 
and  showed  the  denouncer  of  a  disbelieving  condi¬ 
tion  of  society  to  be  himself,  at  any  rate,  in  high 
eloquent  conJition  of  belief  of  some  sort ;  though 
what  that  is,  most  of  his  hearers  will  perhaps  wait 
with  some  anxiety  to  be  told  ;  since  at  one  minute 
he  seems  to  think  that  morality,  or  doing  that  which 
we  think  right,  is  sufficient  for  all  social  purposes  ; 
and  the  next  (in  the  confidence  of  his  virtue, 
which  we  most  heartily  believe  in)  he  startles 
unroetaphysical  listeners  with  ridiculing  the  no¬ 
tion  that  virtue  is  sufficient  to  make  men  happy. 
What  then,  it  will  be  asked  him,  is  the  object  of  so¬ 
ciety  itself,  or  the  existence  of  anything  ?  And  in 
truth,  in  his  very  expositions  of  the  insufficiency  of 
lo^ic  to  settle  questions  of  belief  and  disbelief,  a 
lecturer  must  needs  get  hampered  with  the  very 
triumph  of  his  arguments  ;  for  he  is  mounted  in  the 
same  chariot  of  reasoning,  and  whither  is  it  to  lead 
him  ?  Wherever  it  does,  we  can  answer  for  it  that 
Mr  Carlyle's  audience,  who  seem  to  increase  in 
numbers  every  time,  will  be  happy  to  attend  so 
earnest  and  interesting  a  companion.

Spohr's  symphony  is  an  attempt  at  musical  imitation 
—an  endeavour  to  describe  things  by  means  of  inarticu¬ 
late  sounds — to  which  hs  was  incited  hv  Pfeiffer's  poem, 
Di*  Riik*  der  7Vne,  an  Ode  to  Musio.  In  such  at¬ 
tempts  composers  commonly  fail,  from  a  desire  to 
imitate  particularly  rather  than  generally  :  and  too  fre¬ 
quently  they  are  led  astray  by  the  unconnected  meaning 
of  a  single  word  of  a  sentence,  instead  of  atter.ding  to 
the  context,  to  the  pervading  passion  or  sentiment,  of 
the  whole ;  which  remark,  hy-the-hyr,  applies  with  as 
much  force  to  singers  as  to  composers,  or  eveo  more, 
beeause,  of  the  two,  the  former  are  still  less  prepared  to 
think,  to  analyse,  than  the  latter. 

M.  Spohr  himself  thus  describes  the  four  movements 
of  his  symphony:  —  1st.  “  The  deep  silence  of  nature 
before  the  erection  of  sound  ;  the  awakening  of  life,  the 
voioe  of  nature,  the  uproar  of  the'  elements.  —  2nd. 
Cradle-song,  the  Dance,  the  Serenade.— '3rd.  Martial 
iiiusie,  March  to  Battle,  Return  of  the  Conouerors, 
Thauksgiving.— 4tb.  Dirge,  CuosoUtlon  in  Grieb**  Now 
(^if  we  may  be  allowed  to  quote  what  we  elsewhere 
wrote  three  years  ago)  it  aaay  be  laid  down  as  a  rule 
liable  to  very  few  ezeeptions,  that  musical  seuods  can 
only  deserilM  generally,  or  through  the  tredlum  of 
aawelation.  iSie  singing  cf  birds,  the  nol^  of  thun¬ 
der,  or  of  ordoanee,  may  ^  imitated  in  a  direct  manner ; 
but  with  a  mareh  we  only  ateaeiate  the  Idea  of  a  military 
body  in  motion ;  with  a  minuet,  only  the  idea  uf  two 
p<Meoaii  RMtving  in  certain  aaeasui^  and  graceful  aiipa.

of  dancing  with  it,  beesnsc  we  never  saw  it  danc^  .  . 
When,  therefore.  M.  .Spohr  means  to  excite  the  idea  of 
armed  and  disciplined  bodies,  he  properly  has  ^course 
to  the  march  ;  and  to  the  dirge,  or  funeral  march,  when 
he  wishes  to  raise  an  image  of  the  sorrow  of  such  bodies 
for  the  Iocs  of  their  companions :  .  .  •  but  when  he 

pretends  to  describe  “  the  deep  silence  of  nature  before 
the  creation  of  sound,” — to  excite  an  idea  of  silence  by 
means  of  sound,  the  absurdity  is  too  manifost  to  need 
demonstration.  His  “  Cradle-song,”  likewise,  is  little 
less  ridiculous.  Let  the  reader  conceive,  if  he  can,  a 
nurse's  melody  ushered  in' by  double-basses,  and  acconn- 
panied  by  the  whole  orchestra !  Such  gruff*  music 
might  have  been  natural  enough  from  the  throat  of  her 
who  dandled  the  Titans,  but  since  the  days  of  Cottus, 
Briareus,  &c.,  it  has,  we  believe,  been  universally  repu- 
dialed  as  a  means  of  lulling  tender  babes  to  sleep.  Ne¬ 
vertheless,  though  some  of  the  composer  s  attempts  have 
proved,  as  all  such  must  prove,  abortive  and  absurd,  yet 
many  parts  of  his  symphony  are  clever  and  beautiful, 
musically  considered.  A  few  of  the  passages  are  of  his 
own  creation,  and  to  others,  which  are  common  pro¬ 
perty,  he  has  given  a  new,  an  ingenious,  agreeable  j 
colouring.  The  martial  music  is  brilliant,  the  march 
itself  quite  splendid ;  though  the  da  capo  is  too  long 
delayed  by  a  tedious  digression.  Upon  the  whole, 
however,  this  symphony — upwards  of  three-quarters  of 
an  hour  in  duration — is  much  too  long.  From  the  all- 
powerful  pen  of  a  Beethoven,  a  work  of  such  a  length 
maybe  listened  to  with  pleasure;  nay,  with  delight; 
but  from  Sp-^hr,  who,  considered  as  a  writer  of  instru' 
menial  music,  is  only  an  admirable  imitator,  a  composi¬ 
tion,  forty-six  minutes  long,  grows  fatiguing,  and  by 
many  can  hardly  be  endured. 

The  light,  melodious,  elegant,  and  truly  original 
symphony  of  Haydn,  fell  like  refreshing  dew  on  the 
audience  :  and  the  overtures  were  as  well  performed  as 
excellent  in  themselves.  M.  Mliller,  who  now  appeared 
for  the  first  time  in  I^ondon,  is  an  Extraordinary  player: 
he  extracts  a  good  tone  from  his  four-stringed  instru¬ 
ment,  and  his  execution  shows  what  mechanical  wonders 
patient  indu^'try  may  achieve.  His  music  only  proved 
that  such  industry  is  nut  always  combined  with  a  crea¬ 
tive  genius.  The  concertante  was  in  itself  pleasing; 
the  performance  admirable.  The  ability  of  M.  Ribas 
is  now  well  known  here  ;  his  young  relative  is  new,  and 
a  lietter  ohoeist  we  have  never  heard  since  the  loss  of 
the  unrivalled  Griesbach. 

One  half  of  the  vocal  pieces  in  this  concert  made 
amends  for  the  other  moiety.  The  sweet  and  now  new, 
because  forgotten,  air  by  Sacchini,  was  most  charmingly 
sung  by  Miss  Hawes;  and  Dr  Crotch’s  majestic,  ori¬ 
ginal,  and  masterly  composition  had  eveiy  possible 
justice  done  it  by  Mr  Phillips.  The  lovely  terzetto 
was  very  inhumanly  treated,  and  met  with  a  punishment 
from  the  audience  seldom  inffioied  in  a  concert-room  ; 
hut,  it  is  proper  to  add,  not  intended  to  be  visited  in. 
either  of  the  English  singers.  This,  perhaps,  rendered 
the  debutante  (in  a  trumpery  air  that  disgraced  the 
directors)  nervous  in  the  second  part  of  the  concert. 
Under  such  belief  we  charitably  pass  it  over  without 
further  notice.

Now,  the  talents  of  Sir  F 
Chant rey,  and  their  lirniU,  we  do  chance  lo  know* 
and  in  this  knowledge  we  say,  with  every  other 
well-wisher  of  the'Fiiie  Arts,  let  a  search  be  initi- 
tuted  among  the  unknown,  before  the  priie  u 
awarded  to  either  this  gentleman,  or  to  any  other  of 
his  established  colleagues,  or  rivals.  Sir  Francis 
Chantrey  has  executed  the  very  beautiful  inonuraeot 
of  the  Two  Children,  the  de.sign  of  which,  however 
is  believed  not  to  have  been  his;  but  in  proportion 
to  this  one  success  be  has  made  some  hundreds  of 
failures. 

In  the  letter  is  some  silly  sophistry  respectioi* 
the  titles  of  a  chapter  conveying  no  accurate  notion 
of  the  nature  of  the  poem ;  and  the  acorn  giving 
no  Indication  of  the  size  and  worth  of  the  future 
tree  :  egregious  truisms,  which  are  intended  lo  wip. 
port  the  equally  impudent  and  stupid  assertion,  that 
a  sculptor's  design  can  afford  no  criterion  of  the  quii- 
lity  of  his  subsequent  work.  No  argument  can 
be  more  false,  and  no  illustration  can  be  more 
inapplicable;  they  have  not  even  common  pisuiti- 
bility:*but  we  must  not  sink  to  the  absurdity  of 
entering  into  a  sober  controversy  with  the  advo¬ 
cates  of  principles  at  once  so  preposterous  and  so 
monstrous.

The  Nelson  and  Wellington  Statues. 


On  this  subject,  in  the  Times  of  Tuesday  last, 
appeared  a  letter  which,  for  shameless  perversion  of 
right  and  wrong,  and  daring  denial  and  defiance  of  a 
principle  of  justice  universally  recognised  and  ap¬ 
proved,  is,  in  truth,  too  gross  and  flagrant  for  even 
that  pre-eminently  and  amusingly  impudent  publica¬ 
tion.  This  indecently  Satanic  gem  of  an  epistle  is 
literally  to  the  following  purport ; — That  the  system 
of  determining  the  disposal  of  public  worKs  by 
public  competition  is  injudicious  and  reprehensible ; 
and  that  the  committee  appointed  to  superintend 
the  erection  of  a  statue  in  honour  of  Nelson  will 
act  both  weakly  and  wickedly,  unless — attend,  oh, 
generally  too  apathetic  public ! — unless  they  im¬ 
mediately  adjudge  the  execution  of  it  to^Sir 
Francis  Chantrey  !  !  ! 

What  can,  let  us  ask,  be  the  Times'*  opinions  of 
its  readers  'i  Does  it  calculate  upon  their  stupidity 
and  their  ignorance;  or  on  their  possession  of  a 
laxity  of  principle,  and  devotion  to  partisanship, 
equal  to  its  own  ?  On  which,  or  on  all,  of  these 
qualitiei  does  it  rely  for  impunity,  when  it  insults 
ever}  right-minded  man  by  the  declaration  of  fal. 
lacies  as  ridiculous  as  their  evidence  of  the  writer's 
sense  of  public  duties  and  obligations  is  atrocious  *? 
The  Times  is  a  daring  paper ;  it  is  the  Lais,  Thais, 
l^ryne,  and  Flora,  of  the  present  day;  and  pos¬ 
sesses,  in  even  a  superior  degree,  all  their  profes- 
sional  partiality  for  the  opulent.  Like  the  last  of 
these  its  most  respectable  prototypes,  it  might  also 
inscribe  over  the  doors  of  its  Dom-Daniel  in  Printing 
House  square,  “  Rots,  Princes,  Z)icta(eurs,  Consuls, 
Censeurs,  Pontifss,  Questeurs,  Atnbassadeurs,  et 
autres  grands  Seigneurs,  entrez  !  et  non  dautres.** 
For  the  poor  and  the  unconnected,  the  Times  has 
neither  sympathy  nor  protection ;  but  for  gold  and 
rank,  cupidity  and  iatolerance,  whether  incarnated 
ia  the  graceful  shapes  of  a  caballing  artificer, 
or  a  rampant  Bishop,  this  magnanimous  publication 
has  a  truly  chemical  affinity.  But,  seriously,  let  us 
demand  whether  it  is  possible  that  ibis,  its  last  most 
shaineiess  advocacy,  rvM  h«  ailowad  to  pass  without 
some  roaoifiMtation  of  public  retributiou  ?

The  house  resumed  its  sittings  after  the  Wliitsuntide 
reeess.  After  the  presentation  of  some  miscellaneous 
petitions,  a  conversation  was  introduced  by  Lord

On  the  motion  that  their  lordships  proceed  to  the 
order  of  the  day  fbr  the  committee  on  the  poor  law  (Ire- 
Isad)  bill,  Lord  Fitzgerald  detailed  at  some  length  the 
various  amendments  which  he  should  wish  to  introduce 
into  that  measure. — The  house  then  went  into  commit¬ 
tee,  when,  after  some  debate,  an  amendment  proposed 
by  lha  Duke  of  Wellington  was  adopted,  to  the  efiect 
that  such  destitute  persons  as  by  reason  uf  old  age,  blind¬ 
ness,  lameness,  or  other  infirmity,  may  not  be  able  to 
work,  shall  have  a  claim  to  relief  prior  to  that  uf  the 
able-bodied  poor.— Several  other  amendments  were  also

establishment,  whose  names  are  hereon  inscrioen,  in  testi¬ 
mony  of  their  sense  of  the  efforts  he  has  this  season  made 
to  renew  the  splendour  of  the  British  drama.” — In  ac¬ 
knowledging  the  present  Mr  Macready  said  he  was  utterly 
at  a  loss  to  reply  to  the  kind  communication  mode  from  the 
ladies  and  ^ntlemen  present  by  their  common  friend  Mr 
Bartlev.  He  thankeil  them  most  truly,  and  could  do  little 
more  I  but  whilst  assuring  them  of  his  most  grateful  feel¬ 
ings,  he  must  add  that  it  would  have  been  still  more  grati¬ 
fying  to  him  to  have  received  their  kind  appreciation  in  a 
less  costly  form — the  perishable  jiaper  which  contained 
their  signatures  (which,  however,  coula  never  have  perished, 
whilst  he,  or  any  dear  to  him,  lived  to  preserve  it)  would 
have  been  to  him  a  sufficiently  valuable  document.  Their 
excellent  friend,  Mr  Bartley,  he  continued,  had  alluded  to 
the  “  motives”  which  induced  him  to  embark  In  this  specu¬ 
lation  or  experiment  Less  disinterested  motives  had  been 
attributed  to  him  by  some  persons  conspicuous  for  an  un¬ 
generous  hostility  to  the  cause  he  endeavoured  to  uphold, 
and  who  had  not  scrupled  to  state  that  he  took  the  theatre 
“o«/y  to  JUl  hit  own  pockeU.”  It  was  very  certain  (Mr 
Macready  went  on  to  say)  that  he  did  not  open  tlie  theatre 
with  the  intention  of  impoverishing  himself ;  no  man,  in  a 
struggle  with  fortune,  intends  to  be  beaten ;  but  he  was 
sure  tlie  ladies  and  gentlemen  present  gave  him  credit — 
indeed,  they  had  proved  so — tor  motives  not  meicenary  or 
selfish  ;  and,  in  direct  contradiction  to  the  assertion  he  had 
Just  qimted,  he  would  refer  to  his  engagement  with  them¬ 
selves,  and  to  his  agreement  with  the  proprietors,  hy  which 
he  might  long  sines  have  closed  the  theatre,  when  all  hope 
of  reimbursing  himself  had  passed  away,  and  when  he  could 
only  continue  the  season  by  a  continuance  of  personal  loss. 
As  a  further  evidence  on  this  head,  he  would  add,  that  he 
had  pledged  himself  to  Messrs  Robertson  and  Bartlev, 
before  the  opening  of  the  theatre  (and  he  was  glad  of  this 
opportunity  of  mentioning  it),  to  pay  to  the  full  tJie  salaries 
ot  those  performers  who  consented  to  their  reduction — who 
coDsentea  to  share  witli  him,  in  part,  the  risk  he  was  ven¬ 
turi^  u[>on.  He  liad  pledged  himself,  he  re|)eated,  to  [xty 
the  full  amount  at  which  those  salaries  were  previously 
rated,  before  he  touched  one  shilling  of  the  profits,  if  any 
had  arisen  upon  the  season.  Mr  Macready  proceeded  to 
say  that  he  might  also  refer  to  the  principles  on  which  the 
theatre  had  been  conducted  to  show  that  the  speculation 
not  been  mercenary.  Among  those  motives,  and  the 
primary  ones,  was  his  wish  to  elevate  their  art,  and  to 
estabILsh  an  asylum  for  it,  and  his  brothers  and  sisters  pro¬ 
fessing  it,  where  they  might  be  secure  of  erniitable  treat¬ 
ment,  f>f  friendly  consideration,  and,  most  of  all,  of  that 
resfiect  which  is  due  from  man  to  man,  or — a  matter  still 
more  important— which  is  due  from  man  to  woman.  In  con¬ 
clusion,  Mr  Macready  observed  Uiat  he  could  not  tie  so 
presumptuous  as  to  suppose  Uiat  he  had  been  able  to  give 
universal  satisfaction.  In  a  large  establishment  like  tliat, 
the  interests  of  individuals  must  often  he  merged  in  those  of 
the  community ;  but  he  would  ask  credit  for  intention  ;  he 
had  endeavoured  to  be  just,  and  had  striven  to  make  kind¬ 
ness  go  hand  in  hand  with  justice.  There  was  one  more 
observation  in  which  he  wislied  to  indulge — that  in  no  thea¬ 
trical  season  within  his  remembrance  had  there  been  less 
discord  between  a  company  and  its  manager— a  circumstance 
of  which  they  mi^it  all  be  justly  proud,  as  one  in  the 
honour  of  which  they  all  participated.  In  reiterating  his 
‘  acknowledgments  he  might  mention  that  in  a  letter  ad¬ 
dressed  to  nim  on  business,  at  the  beginriing  of  the  season, 
by  a  ^ntleman,  he  believ^,  then  present,  tlie  writer  had 
t^d  him  that  he  was  regarded,  very  widely  in  the  profes¬ 
sion,  as  the  “actor’s  friend.”  It  was  the  most  gratifying 
character  tliat  could  be  applieil  to  him.  He  wished  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  testimonial  tnen  before  him  might  be  consi¬ 
dered  as  an  attestation  of  their  assent  to  the  justice  of  the 
term,  and  he  entreated  of  them  that  his  name  might  never 
he  dissociated  fnan  it  Once  more,  truly  and  most  cordially, 
he  thanked  thnm.

The  turns  dentaudsd  for  the  French  University  und 
public  intUrucUua  have  given  rise  to  more  lively  discus¬ 
sion  in  the  Chamber  tiuui  the  important  budget  of  the 
Home  and  Finance  Departments.  They  raised  up  the 
old  struggle  between  the  partisans  of  a  literary  and  those 
of  a  acientifie  education.  M.  de  Tracy  supported  the 
latter,  which  is  the  opinion  of  the  Imperial  school,  and 
made  his  usual  annual  attack  upon  Greek  and  Latin, 
and  on  the  absurdity  of  cramming  it  down  the  throats  of 
the  young  French  of  all  eonditiuns.  He  demanded 
ft-eedom  of  instruction,  and  exclaimed  against  the  Go- 
vernnaent  monopoly  of  ft.  In  reply,  M.  81  Mare  Gi- 
rardin  admitted  a  great  portion  of  what  M.  de  Traey 
said.  Education  in  France  had  been,  and  was,  too 
Uterarjf.  But  this  would  be  remedied  when  upper  pri~ 
maty  srKoolt  were  established  for  certain  classes.  M.  St 
Marc,  who  is  a  usember  of  the  Council  in  the  Univer- 
aity,  admitted  that  too  much  waa  taiigfat«or  aUeinptad  to 
be  taught,  whieb  osMie  of  cumulating  together  the  old 
and  the  new  methods  and  wants.  He  insisted,  bosrever, 
that  the  exercise  of  eonsisienciee  of  one  language  to 
another  was  the  best  exercise  of  Juvenile  reason  that 
eould  be  found.  M.  Solvandy,  the  Minister  of  Public 
Instruction,  also  replied  to  M.  de  Tracy,  lie  observed 
that  “  an  exelusively  scientific  education  developed  but 
a  po^n  of  the  human  facuhice,  and  that  not  the  nobler 
poriioa.  It  erusbed  under  the  poeitive  and  material 
weight  of  teieoce  all  tlie  higher  powers  of  ioteUigenoa.** 
The  Minisler  of  Public  Instruction  seems*  however,  to 
bavu  haca  anxiotui  to  raise  a  debate  ead  a  parliamentary 
atorm  eelauiatad  to  give  tatareet  to  tba  diieumbo  ef  hie 


budget.  Not  contented,  therefore,  with  replying  to 
M.  de  Tracy,  he  attacked  M.  St  Marc  Girsrdin  for  having 
recommended,  at  a  certain  age,  a  professional  system  of 
education,  in  preference  to  a  common  and  general  one. 
The  Minister  said  this  would  be  pernicious ;  that  it 
would  break  up  society  into  castes.  The  warlike  temper 
of  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  was  fully  gratified 
in  the  alter  debate,  which  took  place  on  the  subject  of 
his  appointing  certain  professors  by  ordonnance,  whilst 
the  law  enjoins  their  election  after  examination  and  free 
competition.  M.  Larjuinais  stated  the  objection  ;  and 
in  reply  M.  Salvandy  utterly  lost  temper,  and  assumed 
a  tone  quite  unpardonable  in  a  French  Chamber.  As 
Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  M.  Salvandy  has  cer¬ 
tainly  introduced  many  improvements,  and  displayed 
considerable  zeal.  And  yet  the  general  estimation  of 
his  parliamentary  and  ministerial  talent  remains  so  unfa¬ 
vourable  to  him,  that  there  is  little  doubt  of  his  speedy 
retirement.  The  place  of  Grand  Master  of  all  the  Public 
Libraries  io  France  is  said  to  await  him. 

SPAIN. 

Various  loans  still  occupy  public  attention  in  Madrid, 
with  very  little  prospect  of  the  admissibility  of  any  of 
them.  The  accounts  from  Navarre  are  contradictory. 
Whilst  the  correspondents  of  the  Madrid  papers  re¬ 
present  the  Pretender  as  reconciled  to  Don  Sebastian, 
and  those  who  forced  him  to  return  last  year  from 
Castile,  correspondents  at  Bayonne  and  Estella  state  the 
clioler  of  the  Pretender  to  have  been  fresh  kindled,  and 
his  obstinacy  in  his  old  system  confirmed  by  his  success 
in  executing  Colonel  Urra.  Whether  he  will  persist  in 
fulfilling  the  sentences  of  death  and  exile  passed  against 
Zariategui  and  Elio  is  to  be  seen.  The  absurdity  of  so 
stupid  and  bigotted  a  Prince  ever  being  able  to  rule 
Spain,  is  fully  demonstrated  by  the  fatuity  with  which 
he  has  alienated  his  own  most  zealous  followers.  The 
camp  of  Carlos  is  in  the  most  deplorable  condition. 
The  spirit  of  insurrection  among  the  soldiery  is  raging 
still,  and  the  Council  oppose  their  chief  at  every  turn. 
Brigadier- General  Zubiri,  who  commands  at  Burguete, 

has  narrowly  escaped  being  assassinated - The  Commerce 

quotes  a  private  letter  from  Logrono,  of  the  27th  of 
May.  It  says — “  Don  Carlos  is  making  a  show  of 
attacking  Mendavia ;  but  it  has  been  decided  in  his 
Council  that  he  shall  endeavour  to  press  into  the 
Asturias.  This  news  has  been  sent  to  the  General- 
in-Chief.*’ 

THE  CANADAS. 

By  the  arrival  of  the  packet-ship  Uoscoe  at  Liverpool, 
New  York  papers  to  the  9th  ult.  have  arrived— only 
one  day  later  than  received  by  the  Great  Western  steam¬ 
ship.  We  are  happy  to  learn  by  advices  from  Toronto 
that  the  prisoners  under  sentence  of  death  in  Upper 
Canada  had  been  respited,  tliat  her  IMajesty’a  further 
pleasure  might  be  ascertained  respecting  them.  We 
have,  therefore,  good  reason  to  hope  that  no  more  blood 
will  be  shed  in  that  province.  Doctor  Morrison,  whose 
trial  for  high  treason  lasted  sixteen  hours,  was  acquitted, 
to  the  great  joy  of  the  people  of  Toronto,  by  whom  he 
was  very  highly  esteemed.  In  the  course  of  the  trial, 
the  Counsel  for  the  prosecution  and  the  defence  were 
very  near  agreeing  in  opinion  that  Sir  Francis  Bond 
Head  deserved  to  be  brought  to  trial  quite  as  well-ac 
the  prisoner — the  ex-Lieutenaiit- Governor  having  ac¬ 
knowledged  that  he  was  aware  of  the  conspiracy  long 
before  it  broke  out,  and  yet  encouraged  instead  of 
repressing  it.  '

In  the  House  of  Commons  the  temporary  estaHUb 
ment  of  martial  law  in  Lower  Canada  was  alluded  to  b 
Mr  Leader  in  the  form  of  a  question.  He  iotiiQ«t«d 
the  necessity  of  a  bill  of  indemnity,  under  the  anp 
sition  that  Lord  Gosford  had  committed  an  illegal  act 
in  suspending  the  habeas  corpus.  Lord  John  Uotsel) 
and  Sir  George  Grey,  without  prejudging  the 
technical  point  of  law,  as  it  might  be  decided  by  a  eoort 
of  justice,  did  not  see  that  ministers  were  called  upon  to 
introduce  a  bill  of  indemnity,  all  that  was  required  in 
that  respect  having  been  already  done  by  the  colonial 
legislature.  The  factories  bill,  it  was  then  announced 
had  been  abandoned  for  the  present  session.  Lord  John 
Russell,  in  answer  to  Lord  Ashley,  stated  that  tnanv 
parties  were  pressing  for  a  variety  of  alterations,  which 
there  was  no  sufficient  time  to  consider.  More  than 
six  hours  were  subsequently  occupied  by  the  recon. 
sideration  of  the  report  on  the  benefices  pluralities 
bill,  and  by  the  discussion  of  various  amendments  pro. 
posed  to  be  made  in  it  by  both  sides  of  the  house.  What 
may  be  called  the  principal  debate  occurred  upon  a  pre. 
liminary  proposal  by  Mr  Hawes,  that  the  bill  should  be 
recommitted,  with  a  view  to  strike  out  all  the  clauiis 
sanctioning  the  holding  of  any  benefices  in  plurality. 
The  adoption  of  such  a  course  would,  in  fact,  bare  put 
an  end  to  the  measure;  and  both  Mr  Hawes  and  Mr 
II time  did  not  hesitate  to  express  their  earnest  wish 
that  it  should  be  defeated,  the  latter  insisting  that  the 
proper  designation  of  |it  was  a  bill  to  legalise  abuse  by 
authorising  clergymen  to  hold  pluralities.  Mr  Hawes 
emphatically  directed  the  attention  of  the  house  to  the 
memorial  of  63  clergymen  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canter¬ 
bury  against  this  bill,  un  the  ground  that  it  did  worse 
than  nothing,  by  making  it  lawful  for  between  5,000  and 
6,000  livings  (with  the  aid  of  exchanges  and  other  coo. 
trivances)  to  (^retained in  plurality.  The hon. member 
divided  the  house,  as  he  said,  to  ascertain  who  were  the 
true  friends  of  the  church  in  it,  when,  according  totbh 
test,  it  appeared  that  there  were  present  34  friends  and 
145  enemies  of  the  establishment.  The  result  seemed 
to  occasion  a  good  deal  of  merriment.  I'he  chief 
amendments  to  particular  clauses  were  brought  forward 
by  Sir  H.  Verney,  Mr  Freshfield,  and  Mr  Nieholl,  but 
as  they  were  none  of  them  adopted  it  is  not  necessary  to 
specify  them.  That  which  was  most  nearly  carried  wi» 
Sir  Harry  Verney’s  proposition  that  no  beneficed  cleiyy. 
man  should  hold  another  living  with  cure  of  soals, 
excepting  when  the  parishes  were  contiguous,  the 
churches  wiUiin  three  miles,  the  united  population 
under  3,(XX),  and  the  united  income  not  more 
that  750/.  per  annum.  The  honourable  barooct 
had  53  votes  to  57  upon  this  amendment.— 
After  the  bill  had  been  gone  through  several  ae* 
clauses  were  proposed  and  added.  Colonel  Sibtborp 
(viduaruni  amicus,  like  the  celebrated  ancient)  suggested 
an  addition  to  enable  the  widows  of  clergymen  to  retain 
glebe  houses,  &c.,  for  three  months  after  the  death  of

^Tha  reverend  i^ntleraan  resumed.  There  were  hundreds 
of  trades,  and  it  would  he  impossible  to  enumerate  them. 
If  a  stationer  opened  his  shop  on  the  Sabbath  would  he  not 
be  punishable  as  a  “  tradesman  ?” — Mr  Alderman  Harmer 
said  the  oomplainant  had  not  yet  made  out  his  case.  He 
denied  that  a  publisher  was  necessarily  the  seller,  or  that  in 
a  proceedindf  on  this  statute  a  roaster  was  answerable  for  an 
act  of  his  servant :  or  that  a  seiler  of  a  Sunday  paper  com¬ 
mitted  any  offence ;  but  the  complainant  had  not  attempted 
to  prove  tnat  he  was  dninic  that  on  the  Sabiiath  which  he 
did  on  the  other  six  days  of  the  week,  so  as  to  make  out  his 
alle)(atioa  of  doini^  work  in  his  ordinary  callin)'  on  the 
Lord’s  day.— Sir  Peter  Laurie  thought  there  was  untiling  in 
that  poinL — The  city  solicitor’s  clerk  then  read  some  re(M>rts 
of  cases  to  show  what  construction  the  Jiidi[;es  had  put 
upon  the  statute. — .Mr  Alderman  Harmer  haviu);  remarked 
tnat  ha  knew  the  object  Mr  Smith  had  in  these  pro- 
reedinirs,  and  that  it  was  not  very  creditable  to  him,  Sir 
Peter  Lsiirie  said  Mr  Smith  mi;;ht  reply  to  that. — The  reve¬ 
rend  ((entlemau  declared  he  had  no  other  object  than  to  be¬ 
nefit  the  poor,  and  enforce  the  laws  of  God  and  roan. — Mr 
Alderman  Harmer  exclaimed,  Don’t  talk  of  the  law  of 
God.  That  required  the  seventh  day,  or  Saturday,  to  be 
kept  holy,  and  oe  that  day  Christians  ordinarily  work  harder 
than  on  any  other.”— The  reverend  ^ntleuian  said  he  would 
not  discuss  that  point  with  him  then.  He  commenced  his 
endeavours  to  put  an  end  to  tradin^^  on  the  Sabiiath  ei(^ht 
years  a)(o,  at  Southampton,  because  he  found  the  ostlers 
were  kept  from  church  to  attend  the  coaches  which  arrived 
during  the  hours  of  the  mornin((  service. — A  person  present 
remaned  that  the  evil  was  not  in  the  arrival  of  the  coaches, 
but  the  laziness  of  the  cler^  in  not  (i^ivin)^  such  persons  an 
opportunity,  like  the  Unman  Catholic,  to  attena  at  other 
hours.  The  CHtliolic  chapels  were  open  from  six  in  the 
mominr  till  ei^ht  at  ni^ht,  and  the  service  was  rcfieated 
every  three  hours. — The  reverend  (gentleman  declared  that 
he  laboured  for  the  sake  of  the  poor,  that  they  mi^ht  not 
be  compelled  to  work  seven  days  for  the  wa^es  of  six. — 
Sir  Peter  Laurie  said  he  wished  to  collect  all  the  informa- 
tion  he  mold  hefVire  he  decided,  and  he  would  defer  ^ivinif 
his  judgment  till  next  week.  The  case  of  the  John  Bull 
was  not  entered  upoo. 

BOW  STREET. 

The  Rev.  Herbert  Smith,  who  fibred  as  above  at  the 
Guildhall,  brouifht  the  case  of  the  Obnetvtr  before  Mr 
Twyfbrd  on  Wednesday,  and  Mr  Dowlini;  and  Mr  Cle- 
raeot  appeared  to  answer  the  charge. — The  evidence  of 
Joeeph  Everett,  who  proved  that  he  purchased  a  copy  of  the 
Obutiver  in  the  office  of  that  paper,  the  Sunday  before  lar.t, 
bein)(  rend,  Mr  Twyford  said  that  he  had  never  heard  of  a 
charge*  of  the  kind  before,  and  inquired  if  Mr  Dowlinf^  had 
brouf  ht  any  opinion  in  reference  to  the  case,  to  assist  him  in 
conaiderioK  the  matter  ?— .Mr  Dowling  observed  that  he  bad 
not.  He  submitted  that  it  had  not  been  proved  that  Mr 
Clement  had  sold  the  paper,  and  it  did  not  appear  from  the 
evidence  that  it  was  purchaeerl  from  a  servant  acting  for 
him.— Mr  Twyford  considered  that  that  point  had  been 
proved  at  the  last  hearing;  the  paper  had  been  sold  by  a 
person  behind  the  counter  in  the  aefendant’s  office,  and  he 
thought  that  sufficient  to  justify  him  in  concluding  that  the 
individual  was  one  of  Mr  Clement’s  servants.  The  act  re¬ 
ferred  to  tradesmen  exercising  their  worldly  calling  on  Sun* 
day,  and  he  considered  Mr  Clement  a  tradesman,  and  conse- 

3uently  the  case  came  within  the  meaning  of  the  act.  Dr 
ohnsoo  defined  a  tradesman  a  person  who  kee{)a  a  shop,  and 
he  thought  the  definition  a  very  good  one. — Mr  Dowling 
said  that  Sunday  papers  were  acknowledged  in  the  Stamp 
Act ;  they  were  mentioned  as  Sunday  papers,  and  a  large 
portion  of  the  revenue  was  der.ved  from  their  publication 
and  sale.  In  a  case  founded  ii|K)n  a  penal  statute  of  this 
doscripiion  be  conceived  Tikewise  that  the  person  from  whom 
the  paper  was  purchased  should  have  been  shown  to  be  one 
of  Mr  Clement’s  servants.  Mr  Clement’s  shop  was  a  plac* 
of  traftek,  where  newsvenders  and  others  came  for  papers, 
and  it  was  a  common  thing  for  these  parties  to  supply  indi¬ 
viduals  with  pa|>era  in  the  office,  and  it  would  be  a  hard  case 
if  that  nntleiuan  would  be  liable  for  the  acts  of  these  per¬ 
sons — Mr  Twyford  refloated  that  ha  had  imagined  the  sale 
of  the  paper  by  one  of  the  defendant’s  servants  to  have  been 
proved,  and  he  quoted  the  opinion  of  an  emineut  lawyer  he 
had  consulted  in  reference  to  tliia  matter,  and  he  had  no 
doubt  that  the  maaler  was  liable  here  for  the  acU  of  his  ser¬ 
vant — Mr  Dowling  snbmitted  that  it  ought  to  have  been 
proved  that  the  purchase  was  made  from  a  person  sanctioned 
oy  Mr  Clement  The  crime  should  be  clearly  brought  home 
to  the  person  committing  it,  and  there  was  no  proof  tbsl 
Mch  person  was  Mi  Clement’s  servant. — Mr  Twyford  said 
that  the  only  doubt  was  as  to  the  individual  who  sold  the 

Kpapsrr.  It  was  hit  decided  opinion,  however,  that  the  person 
nlishing,  or  the  newsveuder  who  aclls  the  paper,  was 
ble  to  pay  the  penalty  of  five  ahillings  mentioned  in  the 
•ct;  but  it  was  poaaihla  that  the  pafier  might  have  been 
sold  by  one  of  the  individuals  alludeil  to  by  Mr  Dowling, 
and,  therefore,  he  tlwMight  it  would  be  unsafe  to  convict  on 
the  prsaent  information.— Mr  Smith  said  that  as  the  only 
question  wss  as  to  the  proof  of  tiro  sale,  he  would  bring 
another  case  next  week  eiro  prove  that  point,  and  aettle  the 

Juaethm.— Mr  Dowling  obaerved  that  he  understood  that 
Ir  Smith  had  two  coses  6f  a  similar  nature  at  Guildhall,  in 
which  there  waa  no  difliculty  aa  to  the  sale,  and  the  decisHio 
there,  ha  thought,  would  be  auffii  ient  to  establish  the  prin. 
aiplai  without  pituK^ing  with  a  ease  of  the  same  nature  at

Afflictiko  Accidekt — On  VVednesday  an  inqaest 
was  held  at  the  Xagg’s  Head,  Grav’s  ina  lane,  on  thebodv 
of  Mrs  Elizabeth  Yewer,  aged  62,  a  widow  lady,  whose 
death  took  place  under  circumstances  of  a  peculiarlv  afflict- 
ing  nature.  Mr  William  Trinnock,  cheesemonger,  of  Elm 
street,  Gray’s  inn  lane,  deposed  that  the  deceased  and  her 
daughter  occupied  apartments  in  his  house ;  between  eight 
and  nine  o’clock  on  Sunday  evening  last  witness  was  in  hi* 
back  parlour,  when  he  heard  a  noise  up  stairs,  and  MIm 
V’ewer  exclaim,  «  Oh,  my  God,  I  have  killed  my  mother!” 
witness  ran  up,  and  discovered  the  deceased  stretched  on  the 
landing  of  the  second-floor  stsirs  ;  the  old  lady  wa*  quite 
insensible,  and  bleeding  from  a  severe  wound  on  the  teck 
part  of  her  head;  her  daughter  was  leaning  over  her  in  the 
utmost  possible  grief;  witness  and  Mr  Yewer,  the  deceased's 
son,  who  was  on  a  visit,  carried  her  to  a  aofa  in  the  drawing 
room,  and  Mr  Baker,  a  surgeon,  attended  in  a  few  minntei, 
and  rendered  every  assistance,  but  the  deceased  eipired 
about  a  quarter  of  an  hour  after  the  accident  took  place. 
Miss  Yewer  informed  me  that  in  coming  down  the  second^ 
ftoor  stairs  in  the  dark  she  unhappily  came  in  contact  with 
her  mother,  who  was  going  up,  and,  being  very  feeble,  she 
fell  backwards  down  the  stairs  on  the  landing.  The  de. 
ceaserl  and  her  daughter  lived  upon  the  most  affectionate 
terms;  the  latter  is  almost  in  a  distracted  state  in  coue- 
quence  of  being  the  innocent  cause  of  her  parent’s  death— 
Miss  Yewer,  the  deceased’s  daughter,  an  interesting  young 
female,  endeavoured  to  state  to  the  jury  the  nature  of  the 
unfortunate  accident,  hut  was  so  overpowered  by  her  afflic 
tion  that  she  was  unable,  and  was  obliged  to  be  led  ont  o 
the  room.  Mr  Baker,  the  surgeon,  said  that  the  deceased 
by  the  fall  had  broken  her  collar-bone,  cut  her  head  very 
severely,  and  otherwise  injured  herself.  Verdict,  **  Aca- 
dental  death.” 

A  Drukkard  of  Seven  Months  Old  !— On  Thun, 
day  afternoon,  at  four  o'clock,  an  inquest  was  held  io  Lam¬ 
beth,  on  the  body  of  Emma  Smart,  alias  Goodchild,  a  very 
fine  child,  aged  seven  months.  It  appeared  from  the  evi- 
deoce  that,  ia  the  absence  of  the  mother  (a  drunken,  diue. 
lute  woman,  of  bad  character),  a  little  brotlier  of  the 
deceased,  who  was  an  illegitimate  child,  gave  it  gin,  as  he 
had  always  seen  his  mother  give  it,  to  keep  it  from  cryisg. 
The  child  died  soon  after.  The  surgeon  deposed  that  death 
was  caused  by  the  deceased  having  had  from  time  to  tiraea^ 
dent  spirits  administered  to  it.  In  fact,  the  witneu  con¬ 
tinued,  the  liver  had  all  the  appearance  of  thatofaconinned 
drunkard.  ^This  part  of  the  evidence  caused  an  extraordi* 
nary  sensation  throughout  tiro  room.]  The  jury,  having 
consulted  together  for  aome  moments,  returned  a  verdict, 
That  the  deceased  died  from  having  had  gin  administeiyd 
to  it,  but  without  any  malicious  intention  on  the  par^f  iti 
brother.” 

Death  of  Martin  the  Incendiary.— Martin,  (he 
man  who  set  fire  to  York  Minster  some  years  ago,  and  for 
which  offence  he  was  tried  and  acquitted  on  the  gnmnd  of 
insanity,  died  on  Sunday  last  in  the  Bethlehem  Hospital  for 
Lunatics,  in  which  asylum  he  had  been  confined  almost  ever 
since  his  trial.  His  death  was  very  sudden,  and  it  appeared, 
from  a  post  mortem,  examination  of  his  body,  that  it  wu 
occasioned  by  a  disease  of  the  heart.  For  the  last  two  or 
three  years  he  had  been  very  quiet  in  his  demeanour,  and 
spent  a  great  portion  of  his  time  in  reading  Fox’s  “  Book 
Martyrs,”  a  work  to  which  he  was  particularly  partial. 
When  he  was  first  admitted  into  the  hospital  he  wa.*  allowed 
the  use  of  paper  and  |>eiicil ;  but  the  governors,  fiodiug  twt 
whenever  this  indulgence  was  granted  him  be  invanaWy 
occupied  his  time  in  drawing  sketches  of  York  Min*(er,  w 
that  his  doing  so  threw  him  into  a  state  of  very  eonsidew^ 
excitement,  they  prudently  prohibited  his  Wng 
with  those  articles  in  future,  of  which  prohibition  bo  nv- 
queiitly  and  bitterly  complained.  Although  he  was  vert 
quiet  while  in  his  cell,  yet  whenever  be  was  allowed  to  ws 
in  the  garden  it  was  almost  always  fnuud 
handcuff  him,  being  very  mischievous  when  sHowed  M 
lioerty.  He  was  between  fifty  and  sixty  years  of

The  Robbery  of  Twelve  Thousand  Sovereigns. 
—In  the  Gazette  of  Fridav  w  eek  the  nume  of  Mr  Thomas 
Rogers,  of  Gloucester  terrace.  New  road,  Mile  end  Old  town, 
from  whose  residence  it  has  been  alleged  three  Imxes  con¬ 
taining  12,000  sovereigns  had  been  stolen  on  tlie  night  of 
Sunday,  the  20th  of  last  month,  appeared  as  an  insolvent.— 
“  A  Chancery  case,”  says  the  Observer^  “  is  expected  to  be 
decided  in  a  few  days  against  Mr  Rogers,  which  will  compel 
him  to  pav  to  tiro  opposing  party  some  thousand  |x>unds. 
As  no  intelligence  has  been  gained  of  the  12,000  sovereigns, 
the  fact  of  tiro  robbery  begins  to  be  doubted.”  On  Wednes¬ 
day  evening  this  Mr  Rogers  was  arrested  hv  Mr  Sloman, 
the  Sheriff's  officer,  and  conveyed  to  the  Fleet  Prison,  where 
he  at  present  remains.  It  appears  that  his  arrest  took  place 
by  virtue  of  a  writ  of  ne  ejceat  regno.  It  is  not  a  little  sin¬ 
gular  that  the  officer,  at  the  time  he  arrested  him,  held  a  writ 
at  his  suit  to  arrest  a  clergyman  for  sum  of  money  due  to 
h'm. 

Extraordinary  Case  of  MANSLAtronTER.— An 
inquest  was  held  on  Tuesday  lust,  at  Monk's  Heath,  near 
Alderley,  on  William  Coops,  seven  years  old,  who  was  killed 
by  William  Pearson,  aged  twenty-five,  under  the  following 
extraordinary  circumstances  : — It  appears  that  the  deceased 
and  his  brother,  .John  Coops,  about  twelve  years  of  age,  and 
William  Thorley,  aged  eight  years,  having  taken  a  binl's 
nest  containing  three  eggs,  each  of  them  kept  one,  intending 
to  put  them  on  strings  with  other  shells  of  eggs;  but  the 
deceased,  finding  his  egg  to  contain  a  bird,  threw  it  over  an 
adjoining  hedge,  and  it  fell  upon  the  arm  of  Pearson,  who 
happens  to  be  standing  there,  when  he  called  out  that  it 
had  fallen  iqion  hi.s  arm,  adding,  he  would  make  the  little 

d - 1  eat  it,  and  then  laying  hold  of  his  head  with  both  his 

hands  proceeded  to  force  open  his  mouth.  Having  ac¬ 
complished  thus  much,  ho  put  the  egg  therein,  and  held  his 
mouth  shut  to  force  him  to  swallow  it.  As  soon  as  the 
d^eosed  could  obtain  his  liberty  he  ran  home  and  informed 
his  mother  what  had  happened.  This  was  on  the  16th.  He 
soon  after  became  ill,  and  continued  so  until  the  26th,  when 
he  died,  all  hough  he  had  been  daily  attended  hy  a  skilful 
surgeon.  On  tiro  pott  mortem  examination  the  medical 
gentlem.vn  who  had  attended  the  decca.sed  during  his  iihross, 
after  etuttng  thw  eieeamstances  which  had  utteoded  the 
progress  of  the  disease,  atlded  that,  on  examining  the  back 
part  ef  the  mouth,  he  found  gtmgreoe  had  taken  place  to  a 
considerable  extent,  and  also  that  gangrene  had  set  in  down 
the  whole  of  the  raucous  membrane,  terminating  with  the 
windpipe,  where  he  found  a  very  small  foreign  substance 
which  resembled  tiro  skin  of  an  unhatched  bird;  and  he  was
